altogether would ariſe from their ſeates of maieſtie e ſhewe a 
certaine ſalutatton tuwardts the honcurable ſouldier, at his 
comming to theit pꝛeſence, and furtherto ammatt courag ious 
mindes, there was alwapes an bonourable place pꝛepared (a 
part from common people) foꝛ the ſouldier.

Among the Eaſt Indians at this pꝛeſent dap,ſouldiers are 
ſo reuerenced and made of, that the meane people muſte not 
onely giue them way & curteſie, but alſo muſt labour fo) their 
maintenance, yea their ſtipends and liuing are ſo greate (by a 
publike pꝛouiſion ) that they alwapes liue and feed on the com ·

Did not king Alexander the great, in the beginning and 
middle of his conqueſts, cauſe ſouldiers to be honoured, made 
oꝛders and lawes that no man ſhould doe them iniurte, ę ſince 
his dapes as wel as befoze his time, when a ſouldier ſhould be 
tudged(by a free libertie graunted from kinges)he might ap- 
peale to Ceſar from the lawesofthe land, and ſo in eucrp ſoze 


bis pztuiledge was ſo great, that al manner of men knew him 
to be honourable.

aduenture great attempts and ſeruices, if fame ſhould be kept 

from them, cheir warme good willes woulde waxe colde, and

Nowe ſince in our elders dayes (of great antiquity)ſoutdv 
diers had countenance and credite, that qualified their carefull

manne wis ſo foztunate (becauſe of his fidciceve ) that ma- 
nye ok che reſte didde feare him , _ th:refows agus 
6 a 2 
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bis ouerthzow, but he being armed with a tuft quarrel and min- 
ding to ſcourge Rebels, omitted no occaſſion to take che enc- 
mies at aduantage, but howſfocuer he chaunced to finde them, 
be foꝛtunately ſuppꝛeſſcd their pude, and followed che faithful 
courſe and foꝛme of a moſt noble captaine, 
And becauſe it ſhalbe ſeene tothe woꝛlde, oꝛderly what hee - 
did, herein ſhal bee ſet downe the matter, place, and time, of a 
part of his honourable ſeruices, to the intent it ſhall not dwell 
in foꝛgetlulneſſe, and to encourage other noble perſonages in 
doing their countrey good to treade the ſteppes of the noble 
Earle of Dzmound. 
A remembzing his fozwardnes in the young king Edwards 
dayes(with whom he was bꝛought vp) and the charge he had of 
ſome hoꝛſemen in Queene Maries raigue againſt Rebels m 
Englanv, haue called in like manner to minde, the ſeruice hee 
did againſt the Pmoozes and the Dconnozs in their rebellion 
of Jrclauvd,alſo che ouerthzowing of Dunloghe, Dſwilleuane 
Moonꝛes chicteſt houſe, is woozthie note: fo it was in time of 
Rebellion, with other oꝛdinary ſeruices, that al waies did teſti⸗ 
fie, that this Earle was a ſharpe ſcourge to Rebels. 
And to pꝛoue that his daily veſire thirſted after noble cn, 
terpꝛiles (fo2 the puniſhment of malefacto2s) he ſerued char · 
geably and in no little daunger (on his owe pꝛoper coſte and 
expence) with two bundzed fostemen, and fiftie hozſemen in 
Liſter, the JNozch parte of Frelande againſt John D neale, 
on was in open action of rebellion manie and ſundzie ſea- 
ons. 

In the like manner all on his own charge, be ſerued againſt 
the ſcot, called James aconell, in Ulſter, whoſe fozce be o⸗ 
uerthzewe to the number ol two thouſand men, and in the ende 
dꝛoue the ſcot to flye away, 

Then bauing charge of Thomounde (by vertue of the 
Queenes highnes commiſſion) hee tooke all the Caſtles and 
holoes thereof in ſpice of the Earle of Thomeunde (whe was 
in rebellion ) ſlue diuers of his men, and bzoughe others of them 
to ſubmiſſion, compelling the Carle himſelke (fo * 
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bis life)to flie into Fraunce, where hee remayned, vntill her 


Pateſtie on her meere clemencie,pardoned his life, and reſto⸗ 
red his landes. The Earle of Thomoundes mother notwith- 
ſcanding, was Aunt to che Earle of Dunounde, which ſhewes 
chat neither reſpece of blood,no} friendſhip could hinder any 
peece of dutiful ſeruice, 

In another greate ſeruice the Carle of Ozmound hearing 
that D2linound went about to annoy Sy} Paurice fitz Ger- 
ralt (late vicount ofthe Deſics) he raiſed a power and mette 
Delmounve in the fieldc,gaue him battaule at Achmame, lue 
fie hundzed of his men, tooke himſelfe captiue, and ſente him 
into England where he remayned till the Queenes highneſſe 
bouchelafed co remit his offence, and returned him home to 
bis countrep, 

Nowe in pꝛoceſſe of time, my Lo of Ozmounde by the 
Queenes appointment, became gouernoꝝ of Mounſter in the 
beginning of Deſmondes laſt reuolt, when hee had of Rebels 
about him, two thouſand able men, but he was folowed ſo faft, 
and ſo hardly beſet( by ſuche as were appointed fo2 that pur- 
poſe ) chat he was dꝛiuen to manie extremities, partely by the 
apde and aduice of the L. Juſtice, Sp2 William Pelham, and 
partly by the policte and power ofthe Lozv Souernour (who 
chiefly was general in the field) that of two chouſand men the 
Deſmound was left but one bare hundzed, and as it ſecmed, 
and may be pꝛooued, che Earle of Dymounde was cauſe ofthe 
weakening of the enemies foꝛce, as hereafter pou mape reade, 
when it comes to that point. | 

But the L. Goucrnour being remouedfrom that charge, 
came into England, from whenceafter ſome time ſpentthere, 
about neceſſarie cauſes, he was ſent againe to his foʒmer go⸗ 
uernement of Pounſter with moſt noble authozitic and com · 
miſſion, and being arr iued in Frelande,he made heade againſt 
the Delmound with whom was a thouſand tall ſouldicrs that 
were gathered together in the abſence ok the Earle of Oz 
mound, e coinming to ſcourge theſe Rebels, and finding the 
enemies fozce ſtrong,tooke oder = by watch, ſpial, — 
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Plyne of 2larre, and warlike deuiſes, to ſupplantt Def 
moundes determination, and marchinge in marſhall manner 
towardes the enemyes, his verye countenaunce daunted \b 
| muche Deſmoundes companye, that they fell co their woon- 
ted feare, where they thoughte chem in moſte ſafctye , but 
beepnge painefullye followed, and purſued motte flercelpe 
as Rebelles ſhoulde bee, they fell from flyinge and figheinge 
to peeldinge and creuinge of mcreye , ſo tuen as the matter 
fell out in the pur ſuite, pee ſhall reade as followes.the names 
of ſome fewe ofthe chiefeſt that were flayne beeyng Leaders 
of companics,andmenne of accounte amongeſt the craytours, 
Henry fitz Gerralt,baſe bother to Sy} James fics Gerralt oc 
the Deſies. 

Bennedy mac Bꝛpen, mac Bꝛien Ogonaghs,ſonne Gibbon 
Roe, L 02d ofthe great wood. The Deaue of Bzohils ſonnes, 
4 the Earle of Deſmoundes receiuer , Conmoghoze O £Pulres 
an, Daniel Mantagh foſter bzother to Dir John of Deſmond. 
Rowte oel mac Conoghane, Pac Thomas chiefe of his 
name. Paurpct Uale, James Uale, Bꝛownes of the Earie 
/ of Deſmoundes foſter Bzothers . Milliam Graueye ſonne 
| to mac Bzyen Ogonagh withmanye mote too tedious ; to 
be recited, beſides two hundzed foztic ſixe of their menne and 
confederates that were put to the ſwozde,and executed in ſuch 
manncr as diuers other Rebelles (beeyug greatlye cerrifled 
therewith ) were fayne to ſubmit themſclues to the Queenes 

Dighneſſe mercie. 

And further, the Lozd Gouernour cauſed al the Cattle ot 
the Countrie, to bee bzought out of Delmoundts reache,ins 
to places offtrength, whereby Delmounde end ſuche of his 
companpe as remained with him, were bzougbt to maſt mile 
rable ſtate, dꝛiuen foz want o fother relief,to feed vpon hozſey 
fleſbe and carrion in ſuche ſoꝛt as with very hardt ſþifte, they 
ſaued them lelucs from being lkerued. 

And thus was the Erle of Deſinoundef al bis fozce cons 
ſumed and lefte accompenpeb onelie with ſeuen menne and 
is Peſt, who from the tenthe of che laſte Julie, hidde them 

im: 
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wa glinne wichin Sleaucloghra , haningnoother foode the 
{pace of ſeuen Meekta there, but ſixe Plzwegarrans, where- : 
_ fedve without epther bjeade , winke, oz other lultr⸗ 

About the twenticth ol September laſte , Deſmounde 
bepng hardly followed by certaineKearnes appoynted by the 
L-General to ſerue againſt that traptout, his pyieſt was taken 
from hun, with another of his men, and jought to. the Carle 
of Dzmound, 

Dince whiche time, the Earle of Deſmounde was relie- 
urd by a Captaine of Galloglas (called Gohozra mac Don⸗ 
naghamac Sweenpe) whercof the Earle of Dzmounde ha 
uing aduertiſement by ſuche as hee tmplopedto doe that ſer⸗ 
uice purſued hym into Dlearics Tountrie where hee tooke 

the moſte parte of his goodes , and lefte no relicfe foz him 
no Deſmounde , inſomuche as the firlk of the laſte Noucm- 
ber, the ſapde Gohozra was enfozced to repapje to Jniſkiue 
mac Carthy Reoghs Cauutrepe, inthe Countye of Cozcke, 
and there tooke thyꝛteene Cowes and eyght Garrans from 
one Donogho mac Teig of Iniſkiue afozcſaide Gentleman: 
whiche Donnogho with tenne moze in his companye made 
purſuice after the ſayde Gohozra,reſcued his Cowes and gar. 
rans, ſlewe the ſaide Rebell, and ſent his head to the Earle of 


Dymound. 

The eleuenth of the ſapde Nouember, che Earle of Deſ⸗ 
mounde fo2 wante of the ſaypde Gohozra, to bzynge him hys 
woonted nouriſhement was bzged with mecre famyne, and 
pinchinge penurye, to ſende to one Daniel mac Daniell D- 
maoziherteighe to ſeeke ſome reliefe, whiche Daniel made ans 
ſweare to him that brought the meſſage, that hee was bounde 
in band, and by othe ſwozne to che Lozd Sencrall, and alſo that 
bee had delinered his pledge into the Gencralles handes foz 
perfozmaunce of dooynge good ſcruice againſt Deſmounve

warde, being ritii.p2oper Kearnes in companie whereof two 
were ſhot, And this Examinate went to Caſfiemamg, and 
tolde the Cunſtable Cheſton of the whole matter, and be» 
ſought him to rile out (accoꝛding tothe Licuetenaunts dir to 
tion) to follawe the pꝛape in the companie of bim and his bio- 
ther Daniel, to which Cheſton aunſweared, that he could not 
himſclfe depart his charge, and ſaide, he woulde let him haue 
ſome of his companie, to go with this Examinate, and ſs ſens 
away ſiue Souldiers with him. This Examinate, and thoſe 
fine Souldiers came together to the Pountapne of Dlea- 
uemiſſe, where his Brother Daniell mac Daniell wayted 
fo: them, and from thence they came altogether toward Tras 
ye in the Euening a Sunday (beeing che centh of Nouems 
ber) in hope that they ſhoulde ouertake the pꝛape, befozc the 
fame,ſhoulde paſſe the ſtraight of Tramoze, where they were 
fare (as they thought) to reſcue the ſame pꝛaye from the tray- 
goucsifthey had ouertaken them there.

Ahercuppon, the Souldiers whiche came from Caſtle»

Abereuppon Daniell ſapde that he woulde goe co ſpy, 
whether the Traytours had the pꝛape there with them, whis 
che hee did, and came backe to the companye, and tolde there 
were ſome of the Traptours there, whiche hadde no Cattell 
with them, aud ſayde it were beſte not to aſſaulte them bee⸗ 
foze the pꝛaye and them ſelues coulde bee founde coge- 


Ahereunto this Examinate agreed. In the dawninge 
of the daye, on mundape the eleuenth of Noucmber, they 
put tbemſelues in oꝛder to ſet vppon che Traytours in their 
Cabbins. This Examinate aud his Bꝛother Donill wich 
they) Ktarne, tooke the fozewarde, and appoynted the ſouls 
diers to keepe the rewarde (ſauinge that one Danicll Ds 
kellepe a Souldier whiche hadde but his Swozde and Tar⸗ 
get, ſtoode in the fozewarde wich chem) chey all makinge a 
greate crye entered the Cabbin where che Earle laye, and 
this Examinate ranne thozowe the Cabbin after che Carles 
companye, whiche fledde to the Wood, and at his retourne 
backe to che Cabbin dooze , the Earle becynge ſtroken by 
one ol the companye (by whome certayne hee knoweth not, 
but chat all che Footemenne and Souldiours were toge- 
ther within che Cabbin) hee diſcouered him ſelfe, ſayinge:

ried a good while, and being weary he put him off: the Trai⸗ 
tours being at hand, al the companie refuſed to carry him anp 
further,conſidering the eminent danger they food in che trai⸗ 
tours djawing neere. 

Clhereat tyis deponent Owen mac Donll willed che ſoul- 
dier Daniel O kelleye, to cut off the Earles head,foz that they 
could not apply to fight and carty him awap, to whole directi⸗ 
on Kellep obeped, ſaping: be would ſo doe, dzawing out his 

ſwoꝛde, and ſtriking off the Earles head, whiche they bzoughe 
to Caſtle maing,where this Examinate and his bzother Das 
niel mac Dantel deliuered the ſame to be kept (as in her a. 
ieſties Caſtle )eil they had made themſelues ready to bing the 
ſame to the Loꝛd General, and haue ſent wooꝛde to Licuece- 
naunt Stanley (who followed them in armes with the fozce 
ofthe countrey, hauing the charge of the ſeruice in thoſe parts 
by the K. Generals appointment) of their happye ſuccefle, 9 
willed him co take his wape co Caſtle maing, to meete them 
who came thither wich his companie, 

And che fozenamed Dantrl O kelley(being likewiſe exami⸗ 
ned befoze theſe, teſtified chat the Earle of Deſmounde was 
purſued in the oꝛder and maner afoze wzitten, and that he him 
ſelfe wounded the (aid Deſmound within his Cabbin, and af- 
ter cut off his head (leaſt he ſhould be reſcued) and that hee the 
ſapd Daniel mac Daniel laydvp the ſame head co be kepce at 


Caſtlemaing, til it had beene bought by them co the Lowe 
General. 


Theſe thinges beeyng ſaide by othe before the right 
Honorable the Earle of Ormound, the Bithop of Oſhry, 
and the Soueraigne of Kilkenny.
